Hembree walked away as the excited 


witnesses picked up Derrybcrry and 
carried him into the home of a relative 
nearby. 


Sheriff Bearden said that the Derry- 


berrys had come to Hope to attend the 
Hempstead County Achievement Day 
program at Fair park, sponsored by ' 
the county home demonstration agent. 
Quinton Derryberry, son of the dead ' 
man, is a leading 4-H club worker. 


Sheriff Bearden said later in the 


day that he had talked with several 
neighbors of the two men and was un- 
able to learn of any previous difficul- 
ties. 


Hembree, 35, is unmarried and lives 


alone, about two miles from the Derry- 
berry home. 


Derryberry is survived by his widow, 


several sons and daughters. Funeral 
arrangements had not been completed 
at 1 p. m. Saturday.

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Benzene and Gasoline Poisoning Are Becoming 


More Common

ff benzene poisoning from inhaling ben- 
'*„ zene fumes. 


The first signs of benzene poisoning 


are headache, dizziness, loss of appe- 
tite, fatigue, and general weakness. 
Later the benzene affects the blood. 


-i" As soon as there is any suspicion of 


poisoning from benzene or other gases, 
the person should change his employ- 
ment, preferably to open-air work, to 
avoid contact with the poison. 


Doctors treat such cases with plenty 


of rest, fresh air. and sunshine; ami 
with foods and drugs planned partic- 
ularly to build up the blood. In very 
severe cases, blood transfusion may 
be necessary to save life. 


Gasoline poisoning resembles that 


caused by benzene, and drowsiness is 
a prominent symptom. Occasionally 
children drink gasoline or coal oil. 
These substances seem to act like al- 
cohol, except that they produce much 
more irritation of stomach and in- 
testines. 


Following drinking of such poisons, 


the first thing to do is to get as much 
of the poison as possible out of the 
stomach. 


Vomiting may be brought on by any 


of the common methods, such as put- 
ting the finger down the throat, swal- 
lowing salt water, or having the doc- 
tor inject drugs which cause vomiting. 


After collapse the patient immedi- 


ately should be put at rest and kept 
warm and quiet. Coffee may be given 
as a stimulant.
